THE TORIES’ PLIGHT. 


TREMENDOUS EFFORTS TO AVERT A SPLIT 
WITH THE LIBERAL-UNIONISTS. 


Advice to Canadians Regarding the Fisher- 
ies Dispute—M. Goblet Unable to Form a 
Cabinet—Fallieres Undertakes the Task 
The Doherty-Graham Murder Trial—

LONDON, December 9.—AsI have ventured 
to point out, the Tory protection policy is 
eonsidered a casus belli by the Liberal-Union- 
ists. This was authoritively announced by 
Hartington yesterday at the Unionists’ con- 
ference. He said the adoption of a protection 
policy would lead toa disruption for which 
the Liberal-Unionists would not be responsi- 
ble. This clearly shows that Hartington is not 
disposed to back the Government in every- 
thing they please to do, and the moment 
this support is withdrawn Salisbury falls. 
Hartington, however, has the strongest 
motives not to quarrel with Salisbury. 
His party, although considerable in par- 
liament, has almost disappeared, and 
a general election would lead to 
the retirement of all excepta few, and these 
would only getin by Tory votes. The Tories 
will make strenuous efforts to avert the dan- 
ger. Chaplin’s attitude has given great of- 
fense to his own allies. The Daily News says: 
Nobody was present at the protection meet- 
ing yesterday whose opinions are worth a 
straw, and the arguments were worthy of the 
company. 

THE FISHERIES DISPUTE.

HARD TO PROVE. 


The Charge of Murder Against Doherty, 
Who Shot Graham. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, December 9.—Dwherty, who shot 
Graham, was arraigned at the Bow Street Po- 
Hee Court yesterday on a charge of murder. 
The detectives declared that Doherty, under 
trial, is not the Doherty described by Inspector 
Byrnes. In presenting the case against the 
prisoner the counsel. the prosecution 
summed up as follows: Howe was holding 
the bank during a game of cards at the Church- 
ill Club, andthe prisoner lost to him £600. 
As he was unable to pay the money an 
arrangement was made to meet at 
Bodega, in Regent street, for the purpose ot 
settling. Howe accordingly went to the 
Bodega on the 2ist. There he found Graham. 
Shortly afterward the prisoner entered, and a 
conversation ensued between him and Howe as 
to the payment of the £600. The prisoner 
flatly refused to pay, saying that the claim 
could not be enforced. The prisoner and Gra- 
ham then went away to the Criterion bar. 
Howe, who had practically abandoned his 
claim to the £600, followed them tothe Cri- 
terion, where he found the prisoner and other 
persons sitting at a table. The prisoner re- 
newed the dispute about the 4600, using 
offensive and violent language, and doing 
everything he could to force a quarrel 
on Howe, who, however, insisted that 
the matter between them should be forgotten. 
Graham called to Howe to come to the table 
where the latter was drinking. The prisoner 
followed himtothe table and renewed the 
altercation about the £600. He rose up in his 
seat, but Grabam pushed him back saying: 
We don’t want any row orfuss here.“ The 
superintendent of the bar intervened and 
eventually Graham and the prisoner left to- 
gether, to goto Woburn Place to dine. The 
servant, while carrying in the dinner, noticed 
that the prisoner was sitting in a chair near 
the fire place, while Graham was sitting in an- 
other chair with his back tothe window. She 
did not hear the men exchangea single word, 
but she noticed that the prisoner 

LOOKED VERY STRANGE. 

She heard shortly afterwards the report of a 
pistol, and Mrs. Doherty crying ina tone of 
fright. Mrs. Doherty flung open the door and 
the girl heard some scuffling going on. The 
struggle then ceased and there was silence for 
four or five minutes. Noalarm was given by 
Graham or the prisoner. Graham walked 
slowly down-stairs and into the dining-room. 
He said that he was shot, and a doctor was 
sent for. The servant and the page-boy, from 
their positions in the hall, saw the pris- 
oner leaning over the banisters, looking into 
the hall and listening. Five or seven minutes 
afterwards he walked slowly down-stairs and 
went into the dining-rooms. Directly he 
saw the prisoner. Graham said: ‘‘It was an 
accident. The prisoner said: Tes, it 
was,’’ without volunteering any assistance. 
The doctor arrived and eventually Graham 
was conveyed to the University Hospital. 

The counsel for the prosecution concluded 
by referring to the statement made by the de- 
ceased before he died. He was conscious un- 
til his death and made no correction in the 
the statement either in substance or in lan- 
guage. Joseph Howe of New York, now 
residing in Marylebone Road, deposed 
that he knew the deceased. He 
was a sportingman apd came to this 
country in October. Prior tohis arrival the 
witness had been introduced tothe prisoner. 
The witness’ evidence confirmed the counsel’s 
statement as to what transpired in reference 
to the debt of £600. The prisoner had been 
drinking, but the witness did not consider 
that he was drunk. His manner in the bar 
was rather offensive. Later in the night the 
witness went to the University Hospital and 
saw Graham. He was conscious and sensibie. 
He saw him twice after that. The other eyi- 
dence given corroborated this general story. 
No motive for the shooting was shown.

He accommodated him upon taking 
an agreement to transfer certain real estate 
and also 100 shares of Fidelity 
National. Bank at par, then worth 160.

The Rubber Boot and shoe Manufacturers 
Form a Trust. 


NEW Tonk, December 9.—The manufactur- 
ers of rubber boots and shoes have, after re 
peated unsuccessful efforts, concluded the 
formation ofatrust, After being in session 
all of Wednesday and yesterday the manufac- 
turers perfected the organization of what is 
now to be known asthe Boston Rubber Boot 
and Shoe Trust.

NEGRO VS. INDIAN. 


The Curious Set of Circumstances Which 
May Save Casper Beckman. 


The case of Casper Beckman, charged with 
wife abandonment, which was docketed for 
trial in Judge Noonan’s Court this morniug 
involves a peculiar point. Beckmanis the 
white man who was arrested on complaint of 
a dusky native of Canada with a strong French 
accent, who claimed that he married her in 
St. Louis in 1872, and that in 1878, while she 


was on a visit to Canada, he married a white 
woman. She claimsshe knew nothing of this 
latter marriage until a short time ago, 
when she came here from Hot Springs, 
and found Beckman living with the woman. 
He admits the abandonment, but alleges that 
the woman is a negro, and that under the 
Missouri laws a marriage with a negro is null 
and void, being illegal. She alleges that she 
isnotanegro, but an Indian. er mother, 
she says, was a full-blooded Sioux, and her 
father, half Indian and half white. It she 
can prove this Beckman can be held for wife 
abandonment, but if she should prove to be a 
negress, he cannot. The case was continued 
and will be tried by jury, this being a question 
of fact for them to determine.

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THE SCARCITY OF COPPER. 


How It Is Being Felt—Relief From Mortana 
and From Arizona. 


Edward L. Sawyer, a gentleman connected 
with one of the largest copper firms in 
Chicago, arrived in the city yesterday, on his 
way to Arizona, where he will examine the 
copper mines with reference to the 
possibility of securing a supply for the Chicago 
market. The fires that are now raging 


in the Calumetand Hecia mines,’’ said Mr. 
Sawyer, ‘‘have not yet made themselves felt 
on the market, that ie, as far asthe present 
supply is concerned,.for there is enough ore 
already mined to run the smel furnaces 
for two or three months to come. erise in 
prise is not occasioned so much by the fire as 

y the purchases of the French syndli- 
cate, which also buying up nearly all 
the tin in the market. What their ob- 
ject igs cannot divine, at least 
as regards copper, as there are mines enough 
to prevent anything like a corner being 
worked. But within afew months the effect 
of the stoppage of the Calumet and Hecla will 
be most seriously felt. About a week ol 
sent an agent to examine the condition of the 
mines, and from his report I believe there is 
little probability of work being resumed for at 
least nine months. The mines are splendidly 
timbered, the shafts and levels being 
4 perfect network of heavy beam. 
The fire has obtained co. plete possession of 
all the levels, and the metal, which is more 
nearly pure inthe Lake Superior copperflelds 
than anywhere else in the worid, is in a red 
glow, This has prevented the carbonic acid 

as with which the mine has been charged 
rom having the effect it would have hud were 
the conflagration confined to the wood of the 
supports. From all that I can learn there 
seemns no possibility of avoiding flooding 
the mine, and that means a delay of many 
months before the water can be pumped out, 
not to speak of the time andexpense of retim- 
bering. 

Considering all these circumstances,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Sawyer, ‘‘the large copper dealers 
who have hitherto obtained their supplies 
from Lake Superior have feit the — uae A of 
looking elsewhere. The Missouri mines 
can a small portion 
of and the attention 
of the trade has been turned in two directions: 
toward Montana and Arizona. The great 
Anaconda mine of Montana, owned by Haggin 
& Tevis of San Francisco, the largest mine 
owners inthe country, can furnish a great 
supply at a low price, as their copper is onlya 
n the mine being worked for its 
silver. The cost of a ea has pre- 
vented competition with the Calumet and 
Hecla, but a rise of 2 or 8 cents in the 
price of copper will make the by-product 
almost as valuable as the silver. The Arizona 
mines do not carry nearly so much silver, but 
the ore is the most easily handled of any in 
the country and the supply is practically un- 
limited. Many smelting furnaces which have 
gone out of blast will now be fred up and the 
total output of copper will probably be con- 
siderably increased, although the price per 
pound will be higher than it has been for 
several years.

Big Bills and Yellow, Flickering Light—An 
Effort to Pay Dividends on 63, 787, 178 
Worth of Property and 682,242,825 
Worth of Water“ Results Disastrously 
to the Public—A Pool Which Is Not a 
Pool—The Status of the Question in the 
Courts — Consumers Complain Bitterly 
of the Size of Their Bills and the 
Quality of the Gas Furnished—The 
Municipal Assembly Will Continue Its 
Investigation. 


A little less than two years ago the people 
of St. Louis went into a spasm of modified 
rapture over the prospect of cheap gas for 
fuel and illuminating purposes. The Munici- 
pal Assembly had goneto the bottom of the 
gas question and was prepared to dictate the 
terms on which the St. Louis Gaslight Com 
pany would obtain an extension of its charter. 
The Water Gas Company was in the fleld with 
cheap gas, and competition was to reduce the 
price of illumination to a minimum. 
There was to be no more monopoly, 
no more exclusive privileges. Every one was 
to have afair show and the public was to 
share in that prosperity which had enabled 
the owners of the stock of the St. Louis Gas- 
light Company to wear diamonds for so many 
years. 

What has been the outcome of this reform 
movement? To all appearances what has been 
lost in the reduction ofthe price of gas per 
thousand has been recovered in the acceler- 
ated speed ofthe meters. The reduction in 
the quality of the gas has added 
an additional 5 per cent to the 
earnings of the companies. The monopoly 
which was to have been abolished in the inter- 
est of reform exists as flagrantly and openly 
as though laws had not been enacted to pre- 
vont it. The fact that three companies occupy 
the field formerly supplied by only two 
means nothing except that the plant of the two 
companies has been increased by the addition 
of the pipe and generators of the new institu- 
tion, and that new stock to rep- 
resent this increase has been issued. 
Poor service and big gas bills form the basis of 
a general complaint by consumersof gas to- 
Gay, just as they did two or three years ago. 

HISTORY OF THE TRUST. 

The St. Louis Gas Trust was organized in the 
spring of 2886. In the latter part of 1885 the St. 
Louis Gaslight Company obtained an ex- 
tension of its charter for thirty years. At the 
same time the St. Louis Gas, Fuel & Power 
Company, better known as the Water Gas 
Company, obtained from the Municipal As- 
sembly the right to vend illuminating gas 
throughout the city. Prior to that time the 
Gas, Fuel & Power Compapy had obtained a 
charter for vending gas for fuel but had been 
enjoined from vending gas for illuminatin 
purposes, There was a racein the Counci 
and House to see which of the bills would go 
through first. Both passed the same night, 
but the question of priority was set- 
tiled by the City Register, who put the bill of 
the St. Louis Gaslight Company on file 
first. This bin provided for a reduc- 
tion of the rice of gas to a figure 
not to exced $1.50 until 1890 and after that time 
to a figure not to exceed $1.18 a thousand feet. 
At the same time the cost of illuminating the 
streets was to be reduced from $37 to $20 a 
lamp per annum. 

Directly after the passage of the gas bills the 
ofticers of the St. Louis Gas Light Company 
entered into correspondence with the Phila- 
delphians who controlled and practically 
owned the Water Gas Company with a view to 
forming a combination by which competi- 
tion would be killed and the price 
of gas maintained at the highest 
figure allowed by law. The charter of the 
Water Gas Company provided that the privil- 
eges ‘‘shall not be transferable, nor shell the 
same orany part thereof be sold, assigned, 
transferred or conveyed, nor shall the com- 
pany ever amalgamate or poolits earnings 
with any other corporation or persons without 
first obtaining permission to do so by the pass- 

e of an ordinance by the Municipal Assem- 
bly of St. Louis.“ Pooling or consolidation 
being forbidden, the Philadelphia syndicate 
suggested the organization ot a trust. This 
was a form ot pool or combination supposed 
to evade all laws against pooling. 

THE AGREEMENT. 

The Philadelphians at first wanted the St. 
Loulsans to adopt the form of trust agreement 
used by the Standard Oil 1 and a copy 
ofthat agreement was sent to Mr. Madill of 
this city. Mr. Madill examined it and revised 
it to suit the requirements of the three compa- 
nies entering into the Trust. The Philadel- 

hians were not entirely satisfied with mr. 

adill’s agreement and there was a long con 
troversy before an understanding could be 
reached. Finally the terms of the eement

The Trust properties were then ‘‘watered,’’ 
or their value increased to $6,000,000 by adding

That is, just $2,242,825 of the Trust capital as 
set forth in the Trust certificates is water.“ 
On this 160 per cent of the value of its certifi- 
cates the Gas Trust is endeavori-ig to pay big 
dividends. In this effortto earn a percent- 
age on a fictitious valuation the -Water- 
Gas Company is equally interested with 
the other corporations. It has practically 
pooled its interests with theirs, and it is on 
this pool that thecity bases its complaint 
against the Water Gas Company filed in the 
Circuit Court yesterday, on which the Oity 
Counselor asks a forfeiture of the franchise of 
the company. 

Is IT A POOL? 

This is the question which the Court will be 
called upon to decide: ‘‘Is a trust a pool?’’ It 
bears very strong resemblance toa pool as 
will be seen by the phraseology of the Trust 
certificate printed above. The stockholders 
who enter into the agreement, turn over their 
interest in the various compunies to a com- 
mon organization known as a Trust, which 
receives from the different companies the div- 
idends declared on the stock in the Trust and 
apportion these dividends equally among the 
holders of stcertificates. In fact the trus- 
tees, out of the earnings of the com- 
panies turned over to them, prac- 
— 9 declare dividends to the 
members of the trust. If the owners of the 
stock of the Carondelet Company enter the 
pool, they receive as much on each of their 
certificates of stock as thé representatives of 
the other two companies, whether the Caron- 
delet omnes makes or loses money. This looks 
very much like pooling,and yet the owners of 
Trust certificates and their attorneys insist 
that a trust is not a pool. The question has 
never been decided by the courts, although a 
test case against the American Cotton Oil 
Trust has been pending for some time in the 
courts of Louisiana. The suit brought against 
the Gas, Fuel and Power Company, in the 
name of the City of St. Louis, yesterday, will 
therefore attract attention throughout the 
entire country. 

GEO. W. TAUSSIG, 

who was a member of the committee which 
examined the affairs of the trust last summer, 
said this morning: ‘‘I do not think the 
Water-Gas Company has violated its charter. 
A pool and a trust differ in this—that in the 
pool all interests are consolidated, while in 
a trust each corporation maintains 

individuality. You must remember 
that dividends are not declared by 
the Trust, but by the companies. It is a mat- 
ter of history thata year ago the trustees did 
not wish the St. Louis Gaslight Company 
to declare a dividend, but in direct opposition 
tothe wishes ofthe Trust, the company de- 
clared a dividend on its stock. If the Water- 
Gas Company suffers damages at the hands of 
any one, the suit against that person must be 
brought by the Water-Gas Company, and not 
by the Trust. 

Do not the companies lose their individu- 
ality when they place their earnings in the 
hands of a few men to be divided equally?’’

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BIG BILLS AND BAD GAS. 


Complaints Made by Consumers Regarding 
Extortion and Poor Service. 


The quality of gas furnished by the oom- 
panies doing business in the city has been so 
wretched for several months as to arose the 
indignation of consumers, and along Fourth 
street, Broadway and Washington avenue the 
electric light in both its incandescent and arc 
forms has replaced gas. Hardly a large 
store on the streets mentioned is now 
lighted with gas, the exceptions being 
establishments where little light is needed, or 
where the proprietor thinks the effects of the 


gaslight—belng softer than the electric light— 
is more artistic. The extortions of the gas 
companies in October and November, added 
tothe exceedingly poor quality of gas fur- 
nished, are compelling attention to other 
methods of lighting, and if the present narrow 
policy of the companies is pursued the result 
will be a total loss of the down-town custom. 

Aiex Mastbrook of the Olympic Drug Store 
said this morning: 1 have not made a com- 
parison between the bills this year and those 
of 1886, but it is my opinion that the increase, 
if any, is not considerable. But we havea 
very serious complaint to make as to the qual- 
ity of the gas. We cannot get any light. The 
gas burns without life and no brilliance; it is 
smoky and smells very bad. This has been the 
case ever since the illumination of the streets 
in October. We have not been able to find 
anything the matter with our fixtures and 80 
must attribute the poor light to the inferiority 
of the gas. 

Spaniola & Naccarato, fruit dealers, 25 South 
Fourth street, complain of the poor quality of 
gas furnished and the increase in the size of 
the bills. Saida member of the firm: ‘‘We 
had nearly as much light in August as in me 
tember, yet in the former month we paid 
$2.70 and in the latter . 25. Having begun 
to increase our bills the Gas Company did not 
atop. They charged us $ for October, and 
maybe that was a proper increase over the 
former month—admitting the September Dill 
to beright. But in November we began light- 
ing at the same hour and closed at the same 
hour we did in October, yet the November 
bill was $7.50. If they continue to increase 
our bills at that rate we will have to give 
them the store by next winter.’’ 

The United States Clothing Company, 
Fourth ana Market streets, complain of lack 
of pressure on the gas and big bills. The 
burners seem to be about half supplied at all 
times. In November the bill was $27, and in 
October $19, the difference being partially 
chargeable to increased lighting. 

Manager Sperry of the Pianters’ House had 
made a comparison between the gas bills of 
October and November, 1886-87. We have 
a in a great deal of electric light this year,’’ 

e said, ‘‘and our bills should be reduced, in 
consequence, between 17 and 20 per cent. But, 
on the contrary, our bill for October, 1887, was 

higher than October, 1886, and our bill for 
ovember—in which month our electrig lights 
were increased in number—was only $35 lower 
than in November, 1886. When we add to the 
November, 1587, gas] bill the cost of electric 
lighting for that month, the lighting bili for 
that month is found to be $57 more than that 
for November, 1886. Last year the house was 
being run onthe European plan, and more 
rooms were constantly occupied than this year 
as the house has been runon the American 
lan since September. When the rooms are 
n use more gas is burned. Our engineer tells 
me the gas is thinner now than it was former! 
andisso manipulated atthe works that as it 
passes through the meter more feetare re- 
corded for the same consumption now than 
formerly. In other words a 3-foot burner 
burning good gas one hour would not con- 
sume as many cubic feet as the same burner 
would when K with the lighter prod - 
uct now furnished. 

Hess & Meisers, haberdashers, Fourth and 
Pine streets, have supplemented their gas- 
lighting with electric ty and are not now 
using more burners than in November last 

ear, when their bill was $6. The November, 

, bill, which was presented a few days ago, 

was for $9.45, an increase of over 59 per cent 
witb out cause. 

L. Blum, cigars, Fourth and Walnut, com- 
plains that the quality of gas furnished is bad, 
and the bills are excessive. ‘‘I have a dispute 
with the Gas Company over the November 
bill, which is 30 per éent higher than it should 
be, he said. 

Thos. D. Witt, Vice-President of the E. Jac- 
card Jewelry 2 agg FF said: ‘‘The gas 
furnished by the St. uls Gas Company 
has been very poor for several montbs. 
There does not seem to be sufficient pressure 
on; the flame is not ange nor the light brill- 
lant. We have added electric light. As to the 
cost we burned less gas in November, 
than in November, 1888, 
paid more for it. 
of burners in the store for use when we want 
to flluminate the lace brilliantly; 
these burners were lighted in November 
last year one or two times, but not at all 
in November, 1887, yet our store bill for the 
first month was $36 and for the last month $60— 
a truly remarkable increase.’’ 

The Lindell Hotei is supplied «4 the Laclede

the and charged for July $147.60. 
The difference between 1885 and 1886 was due 
to competition, and the difference between 
1885 and 1887 was due to an reduction of 
$1.25 per thousand feet. But little figuring is 
necessary to show that the reduction alleged 
to have been made in the price was made up 
somewhere to some extent. 

The Laclede Hotel is supplied bythe St. 
Louis Gaslight Company. We have no com- 

laint to make about the bills, said Manager 

es. Austin, ‘‘because we believe they have 
been fair as — with last year. Our bill 
for September this year was smaller than last 
ear, but the October bill was larger. The 
wo months in comparison with the same 
months last year were about the 
same. The two Novembers are nearly 
alike. But the quality of the gas 
is very poor. Ithought there was somethin 
wrong with our fixtures, but the engineer tells 
me the trouble is atthe works, If you take a 
fixture down you can pour a lot of fine powder 
outof the pipe. The pressure seems to be 
very low, or rather the illuminating power of 
the gas is low.“ 

Jos. Specht ofthe Famous Shoe & Clothing 
Company said: ‘‘We could not make a fair 
comparison in bills, for the reason that last 
November we used electric light and put in 
gas last epring after the dark days, 
but the quality of gas supplied us 
b the Laclede is very poor, and 
ifwe were not using a patent burner we would 
not have any light at all to speak of. The 
flame is very yellow and of low illuminating 

ower, The gas does not burn as if it had any 
prilitancy in it. 


THEY WILL CONTINUE. 


The Assembly Committee Wants to Ask Some 
More Leading Questions. 


A meeting of the Gas Investigating Commit- 
tee of the Municipal Assembly was called for 
9:80 o’clock this morning for the purpose of 
conferring with City-Counselor Bell as to the 
power of the committee to compel Presi- 
dent W. H. Thompson of the Gas Trust 


to produce the original agreement entered 
into by the Gas Company stockholders. At 
that hour Delegates Stone and Monahan were 
the only members present. Oity-Counselor 
Bell waited in his office until after 10 
o’ clock, when he went to court. 
Councilman Ganahi arrived shortly after 
Mr. Bell’s departure. Councilman Nelson 
and Delegate Spelbrink, the other members 
of the committee, were then sent for and at 11 
o’clock Chairman Stone called the committee 
to order in executive session. Owing to the 
fact that the City Counselor, acting under the 
instructions of Mayor Francis, has asked 
the Oircuit annul the 
charter of the Water Gas 
Fuel & Power Company the joint committee 
was in doubt as to what steps should be taken. 
It was reported that the members ot 
committee were considerably put 
out over the action of the Mayor. 
When Councilman Blakely learned that 
the petition had been filed in 
court be called up a member of the commit- 
tee by telephone and asked what the commit- 
tee proposed to do. The committeeman re- 
plied: ‘‘I don’t know; I euess the Mayor has 
STOLEN OUR THUNDER.’’ 
Delegates Stone and Monahan are also quoted 
as speaking in terms uncomplimentary to the 
Mayor’s action, but when questioned this 
morning they gave expression to no such sen- 
timents. When Delegate Monahan was told 
of the action of City Counsel- 
or he said the Municipal Assem- 
bly had only the interests of the 
people to serve, and no political ends. To-day 
Mr. Monahan said thatthe committee should, 
in his opinion, go on with the inquiry. 

After holding an executive session, which 
lasted until nearly 1 o’clock this afternoon, 
the committee decided to continue 
the investigation into the reported 
coalition of the companies. Dele- 
gate Hays, who is well posted on 
the history of gas legislation, appeared before 
the committee and urged thatthe committee 
continue its work. He said: ‘‘Aside from the 
proceedings in court, the committee should 
continue the investigation into all the subjects 
which can be included under the two 
resolutions under which the committee 
is acting. If you bring out things 
that may at present seem irrelevant 
it will make apartof the history of the gas 
business and will serve to direct future intelli- 
gent action.’’ After Delegate Hays retired 
the committee again went into executive ses- 
sion and decided to meet again next

This suggests that the St. Louis Company is 
feeding the two other companies in the trust, 
which is scarcely fair to the outside holders 
of the St. Louis Company's stock, 200 shares 
of which the city owns. 

Mayor Francis was asked to-day concerning 
his action in instituting the suit in the Circuit 
Court, and said: ‘‘Certainly no discourtes 
was intended to the House of Delegates, and, 
far as 1 know from conversation with the 
Delegates and Councilmen on the Commit- 
tee, the action taken by the City Coun- 
selor is not so regarded, I am not bound 
by the report of the committee. Now, should 
for any reason the investigation result ina 
report that the evidence could not be 
obtained, and should the proceedings then be 
begun, the action might be interpreted as 
un complimentary to the House, but I do not 
think the institution of the proceedings which 
have been in the course of preparation for 
two weeks is, regarded as it has been stated.“

Messrs. Snider & Holmes Make Serious 
Charges Against Well-Known Citizens, 


Messrs. Snider & Holmes having filed an at- 
tachment suit in thé Circuit Court against the 
firm of Bailey, Sage & Co., to recover the 
amount of an account, @ replevin proceeding 
was commenced by William C. Farrar as 
trustee of Mrs. Eliza McKee, to recover the 
property seized under the attachment. He 
did this by virtue ofa conveyance which isa 
subject of warm controversy. The following 


answer of Suider & Holmes was filed in court) 


to-day: 

The defendants, Snider & Holmes, say that 
the plaintiff ought not torecoverin this case 
for the reason that Bliza McKee, for whose 
use and benefit this action is brought, fraudu- 
lently combined and conspired with the firm of 
Bailey, Sage & Co. for the purpose of 
cheating and defrauding the creditors of 
Balley, Sage & Co., and in furtherance of said 
combination prior to the time that the debt of 
Snider & Holmes accrued, Bailey, Sage & 
Co., delivered to Eliza McKee in considera- 
tion of an alleged loan of 8,000 a chattel 
mortgage of all thelr assets, consisting of 
printing presses, machinery, safes, etc. 

A more accurate description of the chattel 
cannot be given by the defendants, for they 
aver that it was understood and agreed that 
the same should be concealed from 
the public, from the _ creditors of 
Bailey, Sage Co., and particu- 
larly from Snider & Holmes, so that 
as one of the results of the 8282 Messrs. 
Snider & Holmes, under a legal belief and de- 
claration that the assets of Bailey, Sage & Co. 
were unencumbered, was induced to extend 
credit to Bailey, Sage & Co. to the ex- 
tent of 3717. Messrs. Snider & Holmes 
further say that in furtherance of 
the plans and purposes of the fraudulent com- 
bination the firm of Bailey, Sage & Oo. was 
enabled to augmentits assets so that about 
July 5, 1886, they had about $6000 of stock on 
hand. Finding the time to be ripe for the final 
actofthe conspiracy the defendants Snider 
& Holmes, allege that Henry V. Bailey 
and Timothy K. Sage in furtherance of said 
fraudulent purpose executed and delivered 
to Wm. C. Farraras trustee for Mrs. Eliza 
McKee, a bill of sale of all the assets of the 
firm of Bailey, Sage & Co., including the 
assets encumbered by the fraudulent deed of 
trustanda claim againsta solvent party for 
$15,000 except $800. 

The bill of sale was recorded in the office of 
the Recorder. The defendants say that Wm. 
Farrar consented to act as trustee at the 
solicitation of Sage and in ignorance 
of the facts, and, therefore, no charge 
of fraud is made against him. 
Of the aforesaid sum of the 
defendants allege that it was divided between 
Bailey and Sage, one-half being concealed by 
Sage with his wife, and the other half was con- 
cealed by Bailey with his aunt. The defendants 
further allege that forthe purpose of giving 
a coloring of good faith to these 
acts of conspiracy Bailey, Sage & Co. caused 
a meeting of creditors to be held and the de- 
fendants were offered notes at one, two, three 
and four years in settlement, but the facts of 
the conspiracy were concealed and they had 
no knowledge of it until the billof sale was 
recorded. The defendants ask that the same 
way be cancelled and that the suit may be dis- 
missed,

When 
Judge Noonan discovered who had been dis- 
turbing the court he himself laughed and said 
nothing further.

Twenty-Five-Cent Gas. 
From the Chicago News. 

Some three weeks ago the Dally News made 
special mention of a new process of making 
gas, at a very low cost, from bituminous coal 
siack. This process is known by the name of 
its inventor, Burdett Loomis. It is controlled 
by Loomis and Hamilton Disston of Philadel- 
phia, and is in successful operation at Tacony, 
Pa., and Turners Falls and Cottage City, Mass. 
Mr. J.8. Woodruff,the Western representative 
of the concern, has notified the Council of 
their readiness to erect works in this city, 
and lease them to the city for public and 
general use atan annual rental equal tothe 
city’s present gas bill. This proposition 
comes more closely to the line of practicability 
than any other that has yet been suggested. 
It is thoroughly well worth considering. Its 
adoption would give consumers gas for fuel 
and light ata cost of about 25cents per 1,000 
feet, Thorough tests made upon the Loomis gas 
with the Fahnehjelm incandescent comb have 
demonstrated its entire fitness for the produc- 
tion of light by this very cheap and effective 
system, and its soundness asafull gas has 
been shown by ita work inthe plants already 
established.

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THE WORLD'S POLL OF THE SENATE AND 
HOUSE FINISHED. 


Representatives and Senators Submit Grace- 
fully to the Pum ping Ordeal—The Show- 
ing on the Tariff and Presidential Ques- 
tion—Senator Hawley’s Opinion of the 
Message. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPATCn. 

NEw Tom, December 9.—The contingent of 
the WORLD’s city staff that was held at Wash- 
ington to assist the regular staff ot the WORLD’s 
Washington Bureau, began early ‘yesterday 
morning to complete the work of interviewing 
such Senators and Representatives as were not 
seen Wednesday. In spite of a bard days 
work and a few hours of sleep, the detall was 
up bright and early and after a solid break- 
fast at the Riggs House they reported at the 
WORLD Bureau, Here each man was given a 
list of members of Congress to see at the 
hotels as soon as possible. Atllo’clock they 
were directed to proceed at once to the Oapl- 
tol, and each man took a position at one of the 
doors of the House of Representatives. For 
an hour the members were caughtas they 
came in, and at 12 o'clock the 
session began. The reporters left 
the floor and took places in the press gallery, 
where they arranged their notes and revised 
their list of men to be seen. Whenthe motion 
to adjourn was made and almost bofore it was 
carried the energetic contingent of the city 
stall was again on the floor of the House in 
earnest conversation with the Congressmen. 
As rapidly as possible the prominent members 
were seen and their views noted m shorthand 
to be transcribed later. For an hour the can- 
vass of both sides of the House went vigorously 
on and many of the Representatives who saw 
and understood what the avalanche of WORLD 
men were doing patiently sat in their 
seats and waited until a reporter 
could get to them. Several Congressmen 
forestalled the approach of the reporters by 
writing out briefly their views and handing the 
paper to the reporter or sending it to him by a 
As the time advanced the members 
withdrew to the cloak-rooms and adjoining 
dommittee- rooms, and here the polling was 
carried on until the last member had left the 
Capitol. The reporters then gathered up their 
notes and taking carriages to the Riggs House 
enjoyed a good dinner and then hurried down 
to the New York express. Seats and tables 
were already arranged in a parlor car and be- 
fore the train pulled out of the Baltimore & 
Potomac 4 the homeward- bound con- 
tingent were busily transcribing their steno- 
graphic notes into copy, ready to be rushed 
into type as soon as it reached the home office. 

The arrival of the WORLD in Washington was a 
signa! for «a general raid upon the news-stands. 
The presence of a score of energetic WORLD 
men Wednesday in the House and Senate 
roused eve member of both branches to a 
—— piteh of curiosity. They paid high com- 
pliments to the WORLD'S enterprise and the 
unique project of r the Congress of the 
United states on the issues which were of 
yital importance to the public. They were 
amused at the idea of importing a car-load of 
trained newspaper men from the metropolis, 
and when they had read the paper they dis- 
covered that their efforts had borne fruit.

long list. 
THE RESULT. 

Many of the members of the House had 
either left the city or were absent from their 
desks when the WORLD reporters entered the 
big hall of laws. As had been anticipated the 
session was exceedingly brief and almost im- 
mediiitely after adjournment a large number 
burried away to cateb the frst homeward- 
bound train. Nevertheless, a hundred or 
more were caught on the fly and these were 
the questions as on the previous day that were 
propounded to them:

Case for American Democracy—No Pau- 
perism in America—Socialist Gronland 
Demolished—The Tables Turned on Presi- 
dent Courtlaudt Palmer.

New YORK, December 9.—The meeting of 
the Nineteenth Century Club last night drew 
a very large assemblage to the rooms of the 
American Art Gallery, No. 6 East Twenty- . 
third street. President Courtlandt Palmer 
presided, and among the notable persons 
present were Anson Phelps Stokes, F. B. 
Thurber and Parke Godwin. The company 
was almost entirely made up of fashbionaple 
New Yorkers, both men and women.

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IE COAL FAMINE. 


TERRIBLE STATE OF AFFAIRS THREATEN- 
ING THE PEOPLE OF KANSAS. 


The Railroad Coal Pool Practically Shutting 
Out the Western Half of the State From 
a Fuel Supply—Coal Plenty and Near at 
Hand, but the Raltilroads Will Not Haul 
It—Suffering and Death Near at Hand at 
Garden City and Other Places if Cold 
Weather Sets In—Terrible Stories. 


Bpecial Correspondence of the Post-DISsPaTcuH. 

TOPEKA, Kan., December 8.—The people of 
Kansas, and particularly the western half of 
the State, are greatly alarmed at the pros- 
pects of a coal famine; in fact, the coal sup- 
ply of many of the towns in Western Kansas 
is already cxhausted and they find them- 
selves without any means of replen- 
ishing it. They are utterly  help- 
less, while they are just at the 
outset of what promises ta beavery severe 
winter. This alarming state of affairs seems 
to be due for the most part to the fact that the 
mines in this section of the country are almost 
entirely controlled by railroads. Sixty of the 
100 counties of this State have scarcely an acre 
of timberland and cannot afford a natural 
product of fuel to supply the home demand 
for a single day, being entirely dependent up- 
on coal mines of this State or other States. If 
the railroads fail to supply them with coal 
the people must suffer during the extreme 
cold weather. 

The coal supply of Kansas is controlled by 
what is known as the Southwestern coal pool, 
with headquarters for the State at Parsons. 
On all coal purchased of any of the mines 
belonging to the pool, a royalty of % cent per 
bushel] must be paid by the purchaser or local 
dealer to the agent of the pool. The larger 
mines in the State are owned by the railroad 
companies, and the demands made on the 
mines for railroad use must be supplied before 
the wants of the people are considered, When 
it is known that the railroads of the 
State consume some two thousand carloads 
of coal per day, it looks like 
the peopie had a poor show for fuel when the 
coal supply is short. Outside of this pool are 
s number of independent mines that would 
furnish a surplus if they could procure cars to 
transport their coal to the localities where it is 
needed, but here they meet and conflict with 
the pool’s interests, and as the pool, the rail- 
roads and the pool mines are one 
and the same, the railroads, to protect their 
mines and maintain prices, refuse to furnish 
cars for the transportation of coal taken from 
independent mines. So that although there is 
abundance of coal to be had, it cannot be 
properly distributed owing to the action of the 
railroads in refwsing to supply cars for trans- 
portation, notwithstanding the fact that large 
communities are suffering for the want 
of fuel that the pool cannot supply. The rail- 
road companies claim they are unable to get 
cars, but when a coal famine is staring them 
in the face this exouse is not satisfactory to 
the people. In the interest of the public and 
to protect and encourage the development of 
independent mines, the question of supplying 
cars for the transportation of coal mined 
by independent companies will at once 
be brought before the Railroad Commissioners 
for investigation. For example, Garnett, the 
county seat of Anderson Oounty, and one of 
the largest towns in Southeast Kansas, only 
thirty miles from several good coal mines, 
cannot get a single cartoad of coal except that 
which is sent from Rich Hm, Mo., 
or Cherokee Oounty, Kansas, more than 
one bundred miles further then it need be 

8 For more than two 
weeks the local dealers at Garnett could get 
no coal from the pool mines, and when asked 
why they did not get it from the Linn County 
mines, not more than thirty miles distant, 
they said the Linn County mines were operated 
outside the pool, and were denied the use of 
the railroads for transporting their stock of 
coal. The pool, in connection with the rail- 
roads, kills out every effort made in the way 

of competition by the independent mines.

has just announced that they are unable to 
supply any more coal. Speaking of this an- 
nouncement, Judge Abbott said to-day to 
your correspondent: ‘‘This announcement 
came like a thunderbolt to peo- 
ple in our section of the State, for 
it leaves us in a terrible situation. The fact ts, 
that in all that part ofthe State, including all 
the towns on the Sante Fe road, allthe coun- 
ties south of it, and for a distance of seventy- 
five miles north, the people are wholly de- 
pendent upon this road’s Colorado mines for 
fuel. We have no wood, hence we must have 
coalor perish. Unless something is done 
immediately, the outlook is a fear- 
ful one to contemplate. We are 
right at the beginning of winter, and there is 
not a town in our section of the State which 
has enough coal to last it through the month. 
If we should now have a blizzard and a long 
siege of cold weather, I shudder when I think 
what terrible sufferings there would be, and, 
no doubt, a great loss of life. There is scarcely 
a day that there are not from sevgnty- 
five to 100 teams waiting in Garden 
Oity for coal for towns situated off the rail- 
road. Thesupplyis almost exhausted, and 
the moment it runs out there will be trouble in 
Southwest Kansas. Our people are absolutely 
helpless, and something must be done, and it 
must be done immediately, Ithink the best 
thing the Legislature of this State can do is to 
prohibit the control of coal mines by rail- 
roads.’’ 
THE CLAIMS OF THE RAILROAD, 

The coal mines of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F Railroad are operated under the name 
of the Canon City Coal Company. This com- 
pany has just issued the following circular: 

For the past sixty days the demands made 
upon this company for coal have far exceeded 
anytbing in our past experience, and notwith- 
standing the fact that our production has been 
increased by the purchase of other mines in 
our district, we are still unable to meet the 
requireinents of the trade. From day to day 
for some time past we have hoped that some 
circumstance might occur that would 
allow a production sufficient to meet 
all requirements, but this hope has 
not been realized, and at the present 
time we are short on our orders over 1,000 
cars of coal. Under such conditions it would 
be best for all concerned that a good under- 
standing of the situation be had to the end 
that our customers may have an opportunity, 
before severe weather sets in, to arrange eise- 
where for fuel supply that this company is at 
present unable to furnish. After this 
date the Canon City Coal Com- 
pany will be compelled to de- 
cline all orders for coal until no- 
tice to the contrary is given. As fast as 
production will allow, the large amount of un- 
filled orders will be shipped. This will proba- 
bly require twenty to thirty days. In ship- 
ping these back orders a proper regard will be 
had to distribution, so that each locality will 
receive their proportion of the production as 
currently as possibile. The Canon City Coal 
Company regrets exceedingly that it has 
been found necessary to take this action, but 
justice to all interested seems to render it a 
duty at this time to say frankly what the com- 
pany can do and what it cannot do. 

CHARGES AGAINST THE MISSOURI PACIFIO. 

William Sims, President, and Gust Johnson, 
Superintendent of the Western Coal Company 
of Osage City, appeared before the 
Board of Rallroad Oommissioners yes- 
terday and complained that the 
Missouri Pacific Railway, which is the only 


road operated to their coal mines, is not fur- 


nishing them the necessary number of oars re- 
quired for the shipment of the coal turned out 
by their mines. The capacity of their mines 
is about fifteen cars per day, but the rafiroad 
company gives them only three or four cars. 
Their business has been greatly damaged be- 
cause they cannot get their coal to the mar- 
ket, and they ask for relief. They have al- 
ready orders on hand which would require the 
full capacity of their mines to fill, but they 
cannot supply the orders for the want of cars.

The Eden German Methodist Church, Nine - 
teenth and Warren streets, had a narrow es- 
cape from being destroyed by fire Wednesday 
night, As it was prayer-meeting night the 
janitor entered the church about7o’clock in 
the evening. He had not been inside long be- 
fore he was made conscious of a gradual in- 
crease in smoke. He made an investigation 
and discovered in the basement a brisk little 
blaze that had already fastened upon 
some of the woodwork, and in a few minutes 
more would have got a good hold upon the 
building. He found evidences of incendiarism 
beyond all question. A pile of rubbish bore 
the traces of villainous arrangement and 
other things showed the workings of a devil- 
ish ingenuity. Had any other night than 
Wednesday been selected, the church would 
have gone sure. The church people in that 
part of the city are getting very 
nervous Over these Ares. It Was 
onl a few weeks ago that 
St. Paul's Methodist Ohurch in the same lo- 
cality was destroyed by fire, and last Satur- 
day nightthe Kossuth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church went up in smoke. Both these fires 
were mysterious in their origin, and have 
given rise to the fear that a band of anti-church 
incendiaries are working through that portion 
of the city.

HE IS INTERVIEWED BY AN ENGLISH RE 
PORTER AT MANCHESTER. 


Pistols vs. Fistse—The Champion Talks of 
Jem Smith—After a Tour of Europe and 
Australia He Will Retire—Hanlan’s New 
Cedar Boat—The Doings of the Associa. | 
tion Managers at Cincinnati—Sporting 
News and Notes. 


An English journalist interviewed John L. 
Sullivan at Manchester ten days ago. He 
says: ‘‘Ifound him at the Grand Hotel sur- 
rounded by his friends, who were engaged in 
a spirited discussion as to the respective 
‘merits of various styles of revolvers, which 
they handled and examined with the air of 
connoisseurs. Iwas surprised to find men so 
experienced in the use of their natural 
weapons of defense evincing a lively interest 
in the properties of firearms, and gid not hesi- 
tate to say 80. 

„Ah,“ was the reply, you are not used to 
them here, but in America everybedy carries 
one, and there are very few men who have 
traveled that have escaped being pilled. This 
little six-shooter was a presentfrom the head 
of the Canadian detectives; it is the make that 
is carried by every man on the force.’’ 

Po the police carry revolvers in Canada?“ 

„Jes, and in the States as well; and they 
use them, too, Thatistheway we put down 
riots. It would not have taken long to have 
settled matters in Trafalgar Square.“ 

„What possible object can you have in car- 
rying such weapons in England?’’ 

„The force of habit. They are no use here 


except to shoot at birds from the windows of 
the railway cars, but at home it is different. 
Fists are no match for lead. 

Not even such fists as yours, though you 
know so well how to use them!“ 

J ought to know by now, for I have been 
using them since 1878, when I was only 20 
years of age. 

„An what made you begin?’’ 

‘‘Iean’t say. Neither my father, who was 
an Irish emigrant to Boston, nor any of my 
family, were connected with boxing, but I 
suppose I hada taste for it. At any rate, I 
began to spar and tight, and up to the present 
Ihave not been beaten. And I’ve found it 
profitable, too, for I've made over £100,000 by 
the profession.’’ 

That's a great deal of motey.’’ 

„Pretty well, but in America I have often 
appeared toa house holding $5,000 or $6,000— 
thatis more than £1,000. he poorest man 
there pays his dollar for a seat, while in En- 

land he lays out a shilling and kicks at it. 

ut England is a much poorer country. -I 
suppose a workingman here is lucky if he gets 
30 shillings a week, whereas there £3 is con- 
sidered very poor pay, and even a street 
sweeper earns £2 10s. Of course rent and 
clothing are dearer, but living, generally is 
not, and aman can live very comfortably on 
£la week. 

„This is very interesting, andIam sorry to 
stop you, but we are getting rather wide of the 
mark. I came to talk to you about prize- 
fighting.’’ 

J fancy prize-fighting is just about played 
out, and a good thing, too. A man can do as 
much execution with the gloves, and people 
will come to see a boxing-match who would 
consider a fight with fists disgusting. I think 
even championship claims could be satisfac- 
torily settled with gloves.’
